1 cried  when  1 was  told  of  the  death  of 
Robert  J.  Swain  who,  for  29  of  his  53  years, 
was  building  superintendent  of 
Archbishop  Williams  High  School.  1 have 
no  doubt  that  he  is  in  glory  with  the 
Creator,  so  my  tears  were  not  for  him. 

My  tears  were  selfish.  With  his  death  1 
suffered  the  personal  loss  of  a colleague  of 
22  years.  With  this  death,  the  connection 
between  the  early  days  of  the  school  and 
the  present  is  now  almost  completely 
broken.  There  is  but  one  person  left  on  the 
faculty  who  can  speak  to  the  beginnings. 

With  his  death,  one  of  the  most  effective 
teachers  and  counselors  at  A.W.H.S.  is 
gone.  Besides  teaching  by  example,  he  did 
something  that  most  of  us  could  not  do  - he 
made  things  work!  He,  better  than  most  of 
us,  lived  “loving  his  neighbor  as  himself.” 
His  “crew,”  his  student  assistants  over  the 
years  are  among  our  finest  alumni-strong 
men  whose  home  training  was  augmented 
and  enhanced  by  his  direction  and 
encouragement. 

Bob's  devotion  and  fidelity  to  the  Sisters 
of  Charity  of  Nazareth  has  been 
documented  countless  times.  Lest  anyone 
think  that  he  did  not  play,  let  it  be  known 
that  he  out-polka-ed  most  partners;  he 
never  hosted  a party  that  was  not  a success; 
and  his  beloved  sailboat  was  a great  source 
of  pleasure. 

In  summary, 'Bob  Swain’s  love  for  the 
Archbishop  Williams  community,  its 
students,  teachers  lay  and  religious,  its 
staff,  alumni,  parents,  and  the  very 
building  itself,  has  left  its  mark  on  the 
hearts  of  those  who  share  that  love.  He 
“fought  the  good  fight”  and  ran  the  good 
race  to  paraphrase  St.  Paul.
